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Foreword 



The National Council of Teachers of English is proud to publish four 
different booklists, renewed on a regular rotation, in its bibliography 
series. The four are Adventuring with Books (pre-K through grade 6), 
Your Reading (middle school/junior high), Books for You (senior high), 
and High Interest— Easy Reading (junior/senior high reluctant read- 
ers). Conceived as resources for teachers and students alike, these 
volumes reference thousands of the most recent children's and young 
adults' trade books. The works listed cover a wide range of topics, from 
preschool ABC books to science fiction novels for high school seniors; 
from wordless picture books to nonfiction works on family stresses, 
computers, and mass media. 

Each edition of an NCTE booklist is compiled by a group of teachers 
and librarians, under leadership appointed by the NCTE Executive 
Committee. Working for most of three or four years with new books 
submitted regularly by publishers, the committee members review, 
select, and annotate the hundreds of works to be listed in their new 
edition. The members of the committee that compiled this volume are 
listed on one of the first pages. 

Of course, no single book is right for everyone or every purpose, so 
inclusion of a work in this booklist is not necessarily an endorsement 
from NCTE. However, it is an indication that, in the view of the 
professionals who make up the booklist committee, the work in ques- 
tion is worthy of teachers' and students' attention, perhaps for its 
informative, perhaps its aesthetic qualities. On the other hand, exclu- 
sion from an NCTE booklist is not necessarily a judgment on the 
quality of a given book or publisher. Many factors— space, time, avail- 
ability of certain books, publisher participation— may influence the 
final shape of the list. 

We hope that you will find this booklist useful and that you will 
collect the other booklists in the NCTE series. We feel that these

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volumes contribute substantially to our mission of helping to improve 
instruction in English and the language arts. We think you will agree.

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Using This Book 

This ninth edition of Your Reading covers books published primarily 
in 1991-1992 for the middle school/junior high audience. We have 
included a few 1990 titles which were published too late for inclusion 
in the eighth edition and a few early 1993 releases. 

We have organized the book into four main sections: imagining, 
Exploring, Learning, and Understanding. The Imagining and Under- 
standing sections include both fiction and nonfiction within some chap- 
ters; the Learning section is entirely nonfiction, while the Exploring 
section is exclusively fiction. 

Where series of books were selected, they will appear at the end of 
a section. Most series titles are given a general annotation with only 
the series' newest titles listed. However, in some cases, especially with 
nonfiction series, we did annotate each title separately; this was be- 
cause we felt that nonfiction series books were less well known than 
fiction, as well as less self-promoting. 

While the Contents will give you a general idea of the book's 
organization, the Subject Index will help you find individual books on 
a particular topic. An Author Index and a Title Index are also included. 
The Directory of Publishers rounds out the standard features of the 
booklist. 

In a special appendix compiled by M. Jerry Weiss is a list of 150 
"classics" of young adult literature from 1940 to 1990. We include this 
list as a guide for teachers who are new to the field of YA literature and 
may not have access to the earlier editions of Your Reading. 

Further Sources for Keeping Up with New Titles 

Some 5,000 titles are published yearly for the young adult market. It 
would be impossible to annotate them all. Accordingly, publishers were

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asked to send their best books for our consideration, and the readers of 
this committee, most of whom are classroom teachers or school librari- 
ans, were asked to screen the books further for literary merit, curricu- 
lum possibility, and age level suitability, while keeping in mind the 
likes, dislikes, and interests of their students. 

Since this list covers only the publication years of 1991-92, we 
recommend that you refer to earlier editions of NCTE booklists for 
annotations of books published before 1990. Many older titles are still 
in print or are reprinted from time to time. 

Because students in junior high/middle school cover a wide range of 
abilities and interests, it will help you to become acquainted with the 
other NCTE booklists: Adventuring with Books, the elementary list; 
Books for You, the senior high list; and High Interest— Easy Reading, 
for reluctant secondary school readers. The elementary and secondary 
section journals (Language Arts and English Journal, respectively) 
also offer regular features on young adult literature. And three times a 
year, NCTE's Assembly on Literature for Adolescents publishes a 
journal — The ALAN Review — devoted entirely to adolescent literature. 
A regular updating of new titles in The ALAN Review is the "Clip and 
File" section, which provides reviews of both hardback and paperback 
books. 

Classroom Selection 

We are a pluralistic society. Therefore, a book that plays well in Denver 
may not do so well in Peoria. You, the classroom teacher, know what 
is best for your classroom and what the individual needs of the students 
in your room are. Do not assume that because a book is listed in this 
collection, it will work in your particular situation. No book should be 
ordered for curricular use until it has been read cover to cover and a 
rationale written by the person(s) who will teach it. As recommended 
by NCTE's Standing Committee Against Censorship, it is always wise 
to have an alternative list available, regardless of the selection. 

If you have questions about selection and/or rationale writing, NCTE 
staff can send you information on writing rationales for selections to 
be taught. 
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Recreational Reading in the Classroom 

Encourage and model recreational reading. I recommend that you fit 
recreational reading into your plans as often as possible — one day a 
week for sustained silent reading is not too much. Talk about the new 
titles coming into the school library; have the kids talk about what they 
have just read. With your guidance, students can get as excited about a 
book as they do about the newest Batman movie or the latest Madonna 
release. 

Give credit for reading and talking about books. Some kids will 
come alive with this opportunity to share an exciting reading experi- 
ence. Teach the kids to conduct book talks and give points for doing 
them. Direct those chatty junior high kids into reading activities and 
provide a reason to channel all that energy into reading. 

It's a good idea to start a class card file with annotations the kids 
themselves have written for the books they have read. Develop a class 
rating system for the readers themselves to code onto the annotation 
card. This will serve as a quick check for you to find out what happened 
while the books were read, and it will provide a recommendation for 
others to use in selecting books to read. 

Read aloud to your classes; teachers from K-16 do it all over the 
country. Even reading just a chapter or two will catch your students' 
interest. One committee member could not get Tom Sawyer out of the 
library fast enough after her seventh-grade teacher read the chewing 
gum scene aloud to her. Teens today will have the same reaction with 
the newest Gary Paulsen or Walter Dean Myers book. 

Keep books lying around the room and available to your students. 
Start a paperback library. Publishers' book clubs give bonus points for 
frequent buyers— use those points to stock the shelves in your room. 
Encourage students to donate paperbacks they have finished reading. 

Finally, don't leave the selection for your library's collection entirely 
to the librarian. Make the wishes of your kids known. This would be a 
good place to show what extracurricular titles the students are carrying 
into your room. Make the library budget selection a collaborative effort 
of the entire staff. Suggest that the librarian try an experiment by 
buying a test number of paperbacks for general circulation. No, they 
won't hold up as well, but one paperback checked out may hook a

lifetime reader. It is a small enough investment. Library budgets are 
limited, too, so the librarian will appreciate the suggestions to spend 
the funds most wisely. 

Writing to the Authors 

The most exciting aspect of young adult literature is that it dispels the 
old myth, 'The only good author is a dead author." Readers like to 
question authors in person as to motives, reasons, and influences for 
their work. While questioning is not always possible in person, letter 
writing is. Authors are like anyone else in the arts— they need and 
encourage input from their fans. 

The Directory of Publishers in the back of this edition lists all of the 
publishing companies contributing books to this list. Your students can 
write to authors in care of the publisher shown for their favorite book. 
The letter will be passed along to the author, and an answer will often 
be forthcoming. 

One word of caution is to avoid sending a packet of letters by every 
member in a class. The author does not want to feel the letters being 
received have been "required." The class might have a contest to 
choose the best representative letter or might choose to put together a 
composite letter. Some teachers have even formed multiple groups to 
compose letters and then by some means chosen the best group letter. 
Answers to inquiries will be more likely if the author does not feel 
swamped.

Though her parents 
suspect that she is not mature enough to handle the responsi- 
bility, they give in to their daughter's pleading, but only with 
misgivings. Unfortunately, Emma's new pony, Freckles, is dif- 
ficult to control. When he destroys Emma's father's vegetable 
garden, his pride and joy, Emma's parents sell the horse. Emma 
is heartbroken, especially when she begins to suspect that the 
owner of the riding school, who bought Freckles, mistreats his 
animals. Emma and her friends decide to rescue Freckles, even 
if they have tc steal him! 

Burgess, Melvin. The Cry of the Wolf. Tambourine Books, 
1992. 128 pp. ISBN 0-688-11744-9. 

The Hunter and the people of Surrey in England have discov- 
ered wolves, long thought to be extinct there, in the nearby 
countryside. The Tilleys and their young son Ben try to protect 
the animals, but the Hunter wants to kill all the wolves for 
sport. It takes a final confrontation between the Hunter and the 
last wolf, Graycub, to determine who is the predator and who 
is the prey. 

Hall, Lynn. The Soul of the Silver Dog. Harcourt Brace 
Jovanovich, 1992. 128 pp. ISBN 0-15-277196-4. 

Feeling rejected by her own family after her younger sister's 
death, fourteen-year-old Cory adopts a blind show dog and 
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devotes herself to bringing back some of his championship 
glory by training him for agility competition. 

L4 Henry, Marguerite. Stormy, Misty's Foal. Illustrated by 
Wesley Dennis. Aladdin Books, 1991. 223 pp. ISBN 0-689- 
71487-4. 

A hurricane destroys many of the wild ponies of Chincoteague 
and Assateague islands. Stormy, a horse born in the aftermath 
of the storm, and her famous mother, Misty, come to the 
rescue, though, by helping Paul and Maureen raise money to 
restore the herds. This sequel to Misty of Chincoteague is also 
based on a true story. Originally published in 1963. 

1.5 Naylor, Phyllis Reynolds. Shiloh. A Yearling Book, 1992. 
144 pp. ISBN 0-440-40752-4. 

Marty Preston loves to roam the woods and hills surrounding 
his West Virginia home. One day, near the old Shiloh school- 
house, a brown and white beagle begins to follow Marty; it 
follows him right home. But Marty's father says the dog be- 
longs to Todd Travers, and Marty will have to return the animal 
to its rightful owner. Certain that Todd Travers abuses his dogs, 
Marty sets out to steal the dog, save it from abuse, and have it 
for his own. The dog Marty now calls Shiloh is eager to come 
with him, but Marty's theft is discovered. What follows teaches 
Todd Travers a lesson or two, and teaches Marty what love for 
animals can bring. 

1.6 Sherlock, Patti. Some Fine Dog. Holiday House, 1992. 153 pp. 
ISBN 0-8234-0947-3. 

This book tells the story of Terry, a twelve-year old gifted 
soloist in his church choir and his beloved border collie, Duffy. 
Teny may keep Duffy on two conditions: he must earn enough 
money to feed Duffy and continue to go to choir practice. But 
Teny dreams of training Duffy for a dog act to take on the road, 
an idea Terry's mother vehemently opposes. Will Terry ever 
reach his dreams? 
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1.7 Slade, Michael. The Horses of Central Park, Scholastic, 
1992. 119 pp. ISBN 0-590-44659-2. 

When Judith and Wended decide to give the horses in Central 
Park their freedom for one night, their glorious adventure 
begins. With careful planning, the two children succeed, in- 
creasing the popularity of the horses and giving them their 
freedom, if only for a single night. Then the whole community 
becomes involved in the mysterious disappearance, leading to 
the return of the horses of Central Park.

2.1 Banks, Lynne Reid. The Farthest-Away Mountain. Illus- 
trated by Dave Henderson. Doubleday, 1991. 138 pp. ISBN 
0-385-41534-6. 

When the mountain nods, fourteen-year-old Dakin knows it is 
the signal for her to begin her quest: Before she marries, Dakin 
has vowed to visit the farthest-away mountain, meet a gar- 
goyle, and find a prince for a husband. Her quest introduces 
her to an enchanted brass troll, his gargoyle brothers, and a 
two-hundred-year-old teacher who's been turned into a toad. 
Along the way, Dakin has a chance to bathe in bottomless 
magic ponds, to walk in bewitched multicolored snow, and to 
match wits with terrifying monsters. Determined and coura- 
geous, Dakin learns that the true hero is wise and brave, as well 
as good. Originally published in 1976. 

22 Barron, T. A. The Ancient One. Philomel Books, 1992. 367 
pp. ISBN 0-399-21899-8. 

While helping her Great Aunt Melanie try to protect an Oregon 
redwood forest from loggers, thirteen-year-old Kate goes back 
five centuries through a time tunnel and faces the evil creature 
Gashra, who is bent on destroying the same forest. Companion 
book to Heartlight. 

23 Bradshaw, Gillian. The Dragon and the Thief. Illustrated by 
Karen L. Baker. Greenwillow Books, 1991. 154 pp. ISBN 0- 
688-10575-0. 

Prahotep, a young man living in ancient Egypt, seems to be 
unlucky at everything until he moves to Thebes and becomes 
a thief. But when Prahotep stumbles into a dragon's cave, his 
destiny becomes clear. Join him and Hathor the dragon as they 
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undertake the dangerous but exciting task of transporting 
Hathor's treasure from Thebes to Nubia, where the dragon will 
rejoin her dragon kin. 

2.4 Bradshaw, Gillian. The Land of Gold. Greenwillow Books, 
1992. 154 pp. ISBN 0-688-10576-9. 

Kandaki awakens one night in ancient Africa to find her par- 
ents, the king and queen of Nubia, murdered by guards. When 
Kandaki is suddenly taken to a lake to be a human sacrifice for 
a god, two Egyptians, Prahotep and Baki, along with Hathor, 
the last of the dragons, rescue her. From then on, the group of 
friends tries to return Kandaki to her rightful place as queen of 
Nubia and tries to find a mate for Hathon Sequel to The 
Dragon and the Thief. 

2.5 Brennan, J. H. Shiva: An Adventure of the Ice Age. J. B. 
Lippincott, 1989. 184 pp. ISBN 0-397-32453-7. 

A "little ogre," separated from his family, saves young Shiva, 
a human girl, from a wolf. Shiva is grateful, even though her 
family's tribe is opposed to the Neanderthal tribe, from which 
the ogre comes. Meanwhile, Hiram, a young hunter from 
Shiva's tribe, has been captured by the Neanderthals. War 
between the two tribes seems inevitable. Can Shiva and her 
young ogre friend stop their families from killing each other? 

2.6 Brittain, Bill. Wings. HarperCollins, 1991. 135 pp. ISBN 0- 
06-020648-9. 

When twelve-year-old Ian grows an unsightly pair of wings, 
he becomes an embarrassment to his politically ambitious fa- 
ther and must look for help from class outcast Anita and her 
eccentric mother. 

2.7 Coville, Bruce. Jennifer Murdley's Toad. Illustrated by Gary 
A. Lippincott. Jane Yolen Books, 1992. 160 pp. ISBN (M5- 
200745-8. 

Jennifer Murdley's life is ordinary and dull — until the day she 
purchases a toad from Mr. Elive's pet shop. The toad she picks 
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is not just an ordinary toad — Bufo is a magic toad! He talks 
and reads, and Jennifer suddenly finds herself involved in a 
series of extraordinary adventures with her special new friend. 

2.8 Coville, Bruce. Jeremy Thatcher, Dragon Hatcher. Illus- 
trated by Gary A. Lippincott. Jane Yolen Books, 1991. 148 pp. 
ISBN 0-15-200748-2. 

Dragons don't really exist, do they? Well, they do for Jeremy, 
who buys a dragon egg in a strange magic shop. As Jeremy 
watches in amazement, the egg begins to hatch, releasing a 
baby dragon into the world! Can Jeremy keep his dragon as it 
grows into full size? 

2.9 Denzel, Justin. Hunt for the Last Cat. Philomel Books, 199 1. 
189 pp. ISBN 0-399-22101-8. 

In prehistoric Florida, twelve-year-old Thorn feels conflicting 
loyalties when members of his clan blame his friend Fonn, a 
girl from a rival clan, for the marauding actions of a man-eat- 
ing sabretooth cat. Thorn's tribal leaders insist that Fonn is an 
evil changeling, come to help the savage cat finish the work 
begun four years ago — when the cat killed Thorn's father. Who 
should Thorn believe? And what can he do to stop the killer 
cat? 

2.10 Doyle, Debra and James D. Macdonald. Knight's Wyrd. Jane 
Yolen Books, 1992. 209 pp. ISBN 0-15-200764-4. 

When Will Odosson receives his knighthood, he believes his 
future looks brighter. But a prophetic wizard doesn't agree; he 
predicts that Will will meet his death before a single year has 
passed. Undaunted, Sir Will sets out on a series of adventures, 
battling trolls, ogres, and ghosts, each day bringing him closer 
to his Wyrd, or fate. 

2.11 Hersom, Kathleen. The Half Child. Simon & Schuster, 1991. 
160 pp. ISBN 0-671-74225-6. 

In the seventeenth century, Lucy Emerson cares for her 
younger sister Sarah, who is not normal and believed by some 
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to be a changeling, a child left by the fairies. According to a 
popular belief of the time, a changeling could at any time be 
taken back to the land of fairies. When a new baby is born, 
Sarah suddenly disappears and Lucy, believing her sister to 
have been taken by the fairies, sets out on a quest to find Sarah. 

2.12 Hildick, E. W. The Case of the Dragon in Distress. Macmil- 
lan, 1991. 153 pp. ISBN 0-02-743931-3. 

The members of the McGurk Organization travel back in time 
to the Middle Ages, encountering an evil princess who tries to 
hold them captive. Dragons, dungeons, castles, knights, and 
kings combine to make this a rousing medieval adventure! 

2.13 Hughes, Monica. The Promise. Simon & Schuster, 1992. 196 
pp. ISBN 0-671-75033-X. 

Princess Rania can't believe that her parents would just give 
her away to the Sandwriter, a strange and powerful woman 
who lives alone in the desert. The Sandwriter, using her power 
to protect the people of Roshan from storms, drought, and 
other hardships, chooses Rania as her successor. But Rania 
tries to escape the austere fate of a future Sandwriter, longing 
for the normal life she left behind. Yet she discovers that the 
skills the Sandwriter teaches will follow her everywhere, so 
that she is no longer fit for a "normal" life. Sequel to Sand- 
writen 

2.14 Jacques, Brian. Mariel of Redwall. Illustrated by Gary Chalk. 
Philomel Books, 1991. 387 pp. ISBN 0-399-22144-1. 

Mousemaid Mariel achieves victory at sea for the animals of 
Redwall Abbey as she pursues her quest to avenge her father. 
The savage pirate rat Gabool the Wild, warlord of rodent 
corsairs, and his nasty allies want to possess Redwall Abbey, 
and they will stop at ncrhing to get it. Can the mice of the 
abbey hold off the evil rats? Mousemaid Mariel is sure they 
can! 

2.15 James, Betsy. Dark Heart. Dutton Children's Books, 1992. 
217 pp. ISBN 0-525-44951-5. 
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In this sequel to Long Night Dance, seventeen-year-old Kat's 
struggle to learn the ways of her dead mother's people in the 
hill country is complicated by her failure in the bear ceremony, 
a spiritual rite of passage. Her attraction to the blind outcast 
Raim only further confuses her, forcing her to choose between 
her society or her heart. 

2.16 Jones, Diana Wynne. Castle in the Air. Greenwillow Books, 
1990. 199 pp. ISBN 0-688-09686-7. 

To escape an ordinary life as a carpet merchant, young Abdul- 
lah daydreams that he is really a long-lost prince with a beau- 
tiful princess. One day, after a stranger sells him a magic 
carpet, his dreams begin to become reality. Suddenly, encoun- 
ters with a genie, a wild animal, an old soldier, and a beautiful 
princess make Abdullah's life more adventurous and danger- 
ous than he had ever imagined! 

2.17 Jones, Diana Wynne. The Lives of Christopher Chant. Bulls- 
eye Books, 1988. 230 pp. ISBN 0-394-82205-6. 

In this prequel to Charmed Life, Christopher Chant is more 
interested in playing cricket than practicing sorcery. He's not 
very good at magic and can't even master the simplest spells, 
but his exciting Uncle Ralph convinces Christopher to use 
what abilities he has to enter the spirit worlds and do strange 
errands. On one of these adventures, Christopher is fatally 
injured but mysteriously comes back to life. When this hap- 
pens a second time, a famous sorcerer determines that Chris- 
topher is a rare nine-lived enchanter, and Christopher is 
whisked off to be trained as the next Chrestomanci, the all- 
powerful guardian of the world's magic. Suddenly, he is in 
charge of powers and realms beyond anything he could have 
imagined. Can Christopher succeed as the Chrestomanci, even 
if he's a mediocre magician? 

2.18 Kirwan-Vogel, Anna. The J * wel of Life. Illustrated by David 
Wilgus. Jane Yolen Books, 1991. 118 pp. ISBN 0-15-200750-4. 

"Wherever you are at this moment, you are near a doorway into 
the most profound mysteries of the infinite worlds of wonder." 
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It is through one of these doorways that Duffy is lucky enough 
to be led when he is taken from the poorhouse and apprenticed 
to Master Crowe, an apothecary and alchemist. Duffy loves his 
master and teacher, but the rest of tt village does not share 
Duffy's view of the old man, and both of their lives are threat- 
ened. 

2.19 Luenn, Nancy. Golddimbers. Atheneum, 1991. 184 pp. ISBN 
0-689-31585-6. 

In the Land of Caraccen, life revolves around gold, and status 
in the society is determined by the work done with this pre- 
cious metal. Fifteen-year-old Aracco is expected to follow in 
his father's footsteps and become an expert goldsmith. But he 
dislikes the confinement of the casting room and wishes to do 
the more exciting job of the climbers, even if it means having 
to fight off the eirocs, giant birds of prey. Aracco sees no other 
future for himself until, when the supply of gold is threatened, 
he is chosen to find the legendary city where the streets are 
paved with gold. 

2.20 McGowen, Tom. A TMal of Magic. Lodesta Books, 1992. 149 
pp. ISBN 0-525-67376-8. 

Earthdoom! The magicians of Atlan Domain have seen it in 
their annual ritual which reveals to them events of the coming 
year. This year, they have seen a threat to earth, a threat that 
will come from outer space. Having secured the aid of the 
wizards of the Dragons and the Little People in an effort to 
prevent Earthdoom, Mulng and his son Lithim and the other 
magicians of Atlan Domain must now face the fearsome oppo- 
sition of a very powerful Alfar Master mage. Second book in 
the Age of Magic trilogy. 

2.21 Pierce, Meredith Ann. Dark Moon. Little, Brown and Com- 
pany, 1992. 238 pp. ISBN 0-316-70744-9. 

Jan, a unicorn prince, is separated from his royal subjects 
during a battle with their enemies, the gryphons. His memory 
lost, Jan does not protest when a tribe of humans feed and 
stable him with ordinary horses. He doesn't even remember 
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Tek, the wife he chose just before the battle. Meanwhile, Tek, 
believing Jan is dead, is cast out of the unicorn community by 
Jan's grief-stricken father. Told alternately from Jan and Tek's 
points of view, this fantasy chronicles the eventual reunion 
between the two unicorns. Second book in the Firebringer 
trilogy. 

2.22 Pratchett, Terry. Diggers. D^lacorte Press, 1989. 185pp.ISBN 
0-385-30152-9. 

In this second book of Bromeliad, tiny Nomes forced from the 
department store that has been their home for generations 
struggle to survive in an abandoned stone quarry. They face 
animals, cold, snow, and a generally argumentative population. 
Then, in case the lives of the Nomes aren't hard enough, 
humans appear and seem to be reopening the quarry. The 
Nomes vehemently disagree with each other about the best 
course of action: flee, fight, hide, negotiate, or try to contact 
the sky kingdom from which they originally descended. Sequel 
to Truckers. 

223 Sherman, Josepha. Child of Faerie, Child of Earth. Walker 
and Company, 1992. 159 pp. ISBN 0-8027-8112-8. 

Percinet, the only son of Queen of the Faeries, Rezaila, has 
fallen in love with a mortal. Percinet wants to romance the 
human Graciosa, the daughter of a medieval count, but she 
dreads anything or anyone magical. In twelfth-century France, 
even practicing a little magic could get Graciosa put to death. 
To make matters worse, Lady Eglantine, Graciosa's cruel step- 
mother who hides secret magic skills of her own, plots to send 
Percinet and Graciosa to their deaths.

By sending a series 
of letters to a fellow time observer, Roy describes his adven- 
tures in the fascinating place and in the consciousness of the 
future king of Atlantis. 

6.18 Sirota, Mike. The Ultimate Bike Path. Ace Books, 1992. 
202 pp. ISBN 0-441-84391-3. 

Jack Miller owns a 21 -speed Nishiki Pinnacle mountain bike 
with one special feature — it has twenty-two speeds! And that 
twenty-second gear allows Jack to move through time and 
space on the ultimate of all bike paths. On Jack's amazing 
journeys, he visits a race of giant babies and their midget 
parents, as well as a terrible house of horrors that might just 
bring an end to his biking escapades. 

6.19 Skinner, David. You Must Kiss a Whale. Simon & Schuster, 
1992. 94 pp. ISBN 0-671-74781-9. 

Part science fiction, part surrealistic fantasy, this book covers 
a few days during Evelyn's fifteenth summer, which she 
spends in the desert with her mother and baby brother. During 
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the rainy season, violent thunderstorms tear pieces off their 
house, so that only the very center, where the family is forced 
to cluster, is safe. Resenting her mother (who is busy perfect- 
ing the ultimate raincoat), Evelyn halfheartedly cares for her 
baby brother. One day, however, she finds an unfinished short 
story in her mother's old trunk, a story written by her long- 
gone father. Soon, Evelyn is obsessed with deciphering the 
meaning of her father's words, hoping to discover why he left. 

6.20 Stevermer, Caroline. River Rats. Jane Yolen Books, 1992. 
214 pp. ISBN 0-15-200895-0. 

It has been twenty years since the nuclear war that devastated 
the United States. Most of the cities are in ruin and are looted 
and plagued by gangs of wild young men. Tomcat and a group 
of other orphans pilot a steamboat, the last of its kind, over the 
toxic waters of the Mississippi River. These "River Rats" em- 
bark on one adventure after another as they struggle to cope 
with the destruction of the modern civilization they once knew.

Thirteen-year-old James, a social case with a criminal record, 
is sent to live at his great-uncle's estate while James' mother is 
hospitalized for her alcoholism. Withdrawn, lonely, and uncer- 
tain about his future, James soon begins to experience strange 
dreams of a boy who once lived on the estate, a boy no one 
seems to know anything about. Determined to find an explana- 
tion for these dreams, James begins his search for answers 
about the estate, his family, and himself.

Books, 1992. 194 pp. ISBN 0-06-021131-8. 

The four separate stories in this novel focus on Asa at ages 
seven, nine, eleven, and twelve years old. In each episode, this 
bright, sensitive boy confronts serious problems — a new step- 
father, a friend's bad choice, a suicidal mother, and love. In 
each tale, Asa tries to cope with these problems as well as 
others, like attending new schools, playing baseball for a los- 
ing team, and being around adults who don't seem to under- 
stand him. 

7.3 Carlson, Lori M., and Cynthia L. Ventura, editors. Where 
Angels Glide at Dawn: New Stories from Latin America. 
Illustrated by Jos6 Ortega. J. B. Lippincott, 1990. 114 pp. 
ISBN 0-397-32424-3. 

Ranging in moods and characters, these ten short stories by 
various Latin American authors mix humor, politics, poetry, 
and imagination. The stories deftly illustrate the diversity of 
Latin America, while at the same time they entertain, amuse, 
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and educate. Among the many interesting characters, readers 
will meet an eccentric millionaire, a musical elephant, a clown 
with nothing left but a smile, and magical, political rabbits. 

7.4 Cohen, Daniel. Ghostly Tales of Love and Revenge. G. P. 
Putnam's Sons, 1992. 95 pp. ISBN 0-399-22117-4. 

These eerie, supposedly true tales, collected by the author from 
a variety of times and places (ranging from Scotland to Japan) 
all deal with the dark side of romantic love. Abandoned lovers, 
betrayed lovers, even murdered lovers — all exact a terrifying 
revenge on their occasionally innocent victims. If you enjoy 
stories that cause you to glance nervously over your shoulder, 
shudder as you read, and sleep with the lights on, you will love 
this book!

Are there ghosts? If there are, then surely there are animal 
ghosts. People from all places and times have claimed to have 
seen spirits of animals, some of which have been spotted 
recently in the United States.

True football fans will find this book fascinating. This is a 
history of the Super Bowl teams in the 1980s, a time when 
professional football was turned upside down.

It took two surveyors to estab- 
lish the line that finally brought about peace, but the line ended 
up serving as another divisive boundary — when it came to 
represent the boundary between North and South during the 
Civil War.

From the time 
of slavery to the signing of the Voting Rights Act in 1965, this 
book examines the struggle for civil rights for African Ameri- 
cans in Mississippi. For many years, the state resisted the 
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extension of basic rights to blacks; its white-controlled govern- 
ment refused to accept the 13th and 14th amendments to the 
Constitution, and the state refused to abolish the poll tax and 
voter testing. Many people gave their lives to give Mississip- 
pians of all colors the basic constitutional rights of the United 
States. Among them are such activists as Medgar Evers, Em- 
mitt Till, James Chaney, Michael Schwerner, and Andrew 
Goodman.

ISBN 0-87518-452-9. 

Many people are terrified of tarantulas — the largest spider in 
existence — believing that the spiders are extremely poisonous 
as well as vicious. Although some of the largest species of 
tarantula— such as the Goliath Bird-Eater— will eat small 
mammals or birds, most species eat only insects. Moreover, 
while the tarantula's bite is fatal to small animals, it is merely 
painful to most humans. The author discusses many of the 
roles tarantulas have played throughout history: as food, as 
medicine, as "bodyguards" (in jewelry cases), and as objects 
of superstition. A glossary (with pronunciation guide) and an 
index are provided. 

11.23 Langone, John. Our Endangered Earth: What We Can Do 
to Save It. Illustrated by Leslie Cober. Little, Brown and 
Company, 1992.

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The earth is in danger— but we can help! This book examines 
the threats to our environment, threats such as pollution, global 
warming, and disappearing wildlife, and suggests some ways 
to improve life in the twenty-first century. All of us — even 
kids — can help to stop the d^- Mioration of our planet, if we 
know where to begin. 

1124 Lauber, Patricia. Living with Dinosaurs. Illustrated by 
Douglas Henderson. Bradbury Press, 1991. 47 pp. ISBN 0-02- 
754521-0. 

Could dinosaurs have lived in your back yard? Maybe! Sev- 
enty-five million years ago, dinosaurs and other strange crea- 
tures inhabited North America. The author and illustrator take 
the reader on a guided tour of the sea, forest, and nesting 
grounds of many prehistoric animals. The concluding chapter 
explains how fossils are formed and how archaeologists inter- 
pret scientific discoveries from the past. 

11.25 Loewer, Peter. The Inside-Out Stomach: An Introduction to 
Animals without Backbones. Illustrated by Jean Jenkins. 
Atheneum, 1990. 55 pp. ISBN 0-689-31432-9. 

Many different types of creatures fall into the category of 
invertebrates, which means "without a backbone/' Inspecting 
pond water with a magnifying glass, we can see tiny protozo- 
ans such as the amoeba. With a snorkel and mask in the ocean, 
we might find saltwater sponges, sea anemones, or jellyfish. 
Spiders and earthworms, of course, are found almost any- 
where. This book describes these unusual animals and more — 
all invertebrates — and provides detailed descriptions of each 
type, as well as where they might be found. A glossary, bibli- 
ography, and index are included.

With the help of black-and-white photographs, line drawings, 
and maps, this book explores the many ways humans have 
found to use the space beneath the surface of the earth. The 
author explores topics as diverse as cave exploration, mining, 
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subways, underground cities, and waste disposal. In addition, 
she discusses the catastrophic forces that cause earthquakes 
and volcano eruptions. An index is included. 

11.27 McVey, Vicki. The Sierra Club Wayfinding Book, Illustrated 
by Martha Weston. Sierra Club Books, 1989. 88 pp. ISBN 
0-316-56342-0. 

Over thousands of years, humans have developed systems 
using their senses, landmarks, maps, navigation, and signs in 
the natural world to keep themselves from becoming lost This 
book examines those systems by using games, activities, and 
experiments to illustrate the many ways people find their way 
around. A Sierra Club book. 

11.28 McVey, Vicki. The Sierra Club Book of Weatherwisdom. 
Illustrated by Martha Weston. Sierra Club Books, 1991. 
104 pp. ISBN 0-316-56341-2. 

Inviting reader participation, this book relies on a combination 
of scientifically verified facts, folklore, and home projects to 
explain basic weather phenomena such as barometric pressure, 
rainfall, climate, winds, warm and cold fronts, and storms. 
While urging the reader to set up a weather station and journal, 
the book describes what it is that "real" meteorologists actually 
do and how they interpret their findings. 

11.29 Patent, Dorothy Hinshaw. Gray Wolf, Red Wolf, Photographs 
by William Mufioz. Clarion Books, 1990. 64 pp. ISBN 0- 
89919-863-5. 

This book provides an introduction to two species of wolves, 
with emphasis on their status as endangered species. The 
author stresses the essential wildness of wolves, noting that 
even when raised in captivity, wolves often never fully trust 
their human caretakers. Wolf packs and territories are de- 
scribed, along with attempts — some successful — to reintro- 
duce wolves back into the wild. A list of addresses for those 
interested in further information is included. 
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11.30 Peters, David. From the Beginning: The Story of Human 
Evolution. Morrow Junior Books, 1991. 128 pp. ISBN 0-688- 
09476-7. 

Rich with charts, diagrams, and illustrations, this book traces 
the evolution of man from bacteria to homo sapiens. Beginning 
with speculation on the origins of the universe via the "big 
bang" theory, the author continues with a discussion of DNA, 
cell evolution, flat worms to the first species of fish, the first 
land animals, various reptiles and amphibians, the first mam- 
mals, the primates, and finally describes "Lucy" the Australo- 
pithecine, homo erectus, and homo sapiens. The book 
concludes with speculation as to the future of humans, as well 
as a reminder that evolution is an ongoing process. 

11.31 Pettit, Jayne. Amazing Lizards. Scholastic. 1990. 57 pp. 
ISBN 0-590-43682-1. 

Lizards can be as small as just a few inches long (the gecko, 
for example) or as large as nine feet long (the komodo dragon). 
They live in swamps, rain forests, grasslands, and deserts — as 
far north as Norway and as far south as Argentina. Sixteen 
families of lizards are described in this book, with emphasis 
placed on the ability of all types of lizards to adapt to their 
environments. Much supplementary material is provided, in- 
cluding a "Geological Timeline," a center section of color 
photographs, a glossary, a bibliography, and an index. 

11.32 Pringle, Laurence. Batman: Exploring the World of Bats.

bats' habitats, species, and lifestyles. The final chapter asks us 
to "Meet the Challenge of Bat Conservation." 

1133 Reed, Don C. Wild Lion of the Sea: The Steller Sea Lion 
That Refused to Be Tamed. Illustrated by Norman Green. 
Little, Brown and Company, 1992. 115 pp. ISBN 0-316- 
73661-9. 

When George, a Steller sea lion, is first brought to California's 
Marine World, he is only a pup. But as the years go by, George 
grows up to become a 2,000-pound problem for his trainers 
and keepers. This book describes the attempts to train George, 
examines the proper treatment of wild animals in captivity, and 
discusses the plight of the Steller sea lion, an animal that is 
now a threatened species. 

11.34 Russo, Monica. Insect Almanac: A Year-Round Activity 
Guide. Photographs by Kevin Byron. Sterling Publishing, 
1991. 126 pp. ISBN 0-8069-7454-0. 

From Junebugs to beetles to butterflies, this book explores the 
wide variety of insects and the seasonal cycles in which they 
live. This book will guide the reader in finding, collecting, and 
keeping insects which thrive year-round or only seasonally. 
Organized by each of the four seasons, this book provides 
color photographs and illustrations to aid the budding collector 
in finding just the right bug! Index included. 

11.35 Squire, Ann. Understanding Man's Best Friend: Why Dogs 
Look and Act the Way They Do. Macmillan, 1991. 119 pp. 
ISBN 0-02-786590-8. 

Beginning with the history of dogs, this book tells of the 
selective breeding progression from wolves to domestic dogs. 
From this, humans have progressed to creating "customized" 
dogs to suit every need. Basic similarities between wolves and 
dogs are presented; knowing these similarities can help a pet 
owner better understand the pet's behavior. The book also 
provides help in choosing the right dog for you. Do you want 
a dog to work, to herd, to hunt, or to just be a friend? Lastly, 
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dog problems are presented. Sometimes people have taken 
selective breeding too far, and the dogs have paid the price.

39 pp. ISBN 0-395-55993-6. 

Wombats— shy, furry animals native to Australia — are one of 
the world's largest burrowing mammals. They have pouches 
like kangaroos and live in tunnels more than 100 feet long. 
This examination of the wombat describes the animal's noctur- 
nal habits and its tendency to avoid other animals, including 
other wombats; the color photographs included might be the 
only chance we have to see this fascinating creature in its 
natural habitat. Readers will learn how and what wombats eat, 
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how they clean themselves, and how they mate, give birth, and 
take care of their young. The book concludes with a discussion 
of the dangers wombats face, from feral dogs to motorists. 

11.39 Western, Joan, and Ronald Wilson. The Human Body. Illus- 
trated by Michael Atkinson and Michael Saunders.

Beginning with Karel Capek's creation of the word robot for 
his play /?./?./?., this volume takes the reader through a brief 
history of the robotics field, providing definitions and de- 
scriptions, along with a number of color photographs. Com- 
puter advances have had a profound effect on the 
development of robots, and these effects in the fields of 
medicine, science, industry, and entertainment are exam- 
ined. It concludes with a comparison between the human 
being and the robot, marveling at the complexity of the 
former and how far scientists and engineers will have to go 
in robotics to match the human brain. 

12.9 Verba, Joan Marie. Voyager: Exploring the Outer Planets.

Guns have been historically 
cursed for their roles in wars, gangster hits, and assassinations, 
and blessed for their uses in survival, hunting, and self -protec- 
tion. Both sides of the gun control issue are objectively and 
factually presented in this book, which may help readers reach 
a decision of their own regarding gun control.

A final 
chapter details ways even very young citizens can help reduce 
the amount of trash sent to landfills, such as reusing packaging 
materials in creative ways and composting organic materials. 
The book includes many photographs that effectively illustrate 
the problem, a list of organizations readers can contact for 
more information, a glossary, bibliography, and index. 

13.3 Ang, Susan G. Invest Yourself: The Catalogue of Volunteer 
Opportunities. The Commission on Voluntary* Service and 
Action, 1991. 127 pp. ISBN 0-9629322-0-5. 
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This catalogue of volunteer opportunities provides names and 
addresses of organizations and programs that utilize volun- 
teers. Each listing contains general information about the pro- 
gram, skills required of its volunteers, and the name of a person 
to contact for more information. Highlighted throughout the 
book are stories written by current or former volunteers in- 
volved with various projects, explaining the organization for 
which they worked and its goals. 

13.4 Berck, Judith. No Place to Be: Voices of Homeless Children. 
Houghton Mifflin Company, 1992. 148 pp. ISBN 0-395- 
53350-3. 

What is it like to be homeless? Omar knows: "I was living in 
the Bronx . . . One day the rent was low; the next day the 
landlord brought it up high. We couldn't pay. . . ." Maria knows 
what it's like, too: "When my father left my mother, he stopped 

supporting us " Through poems and stories, readers will get 

a glimpse of the lives of homeless children, many of whom are 
forced to live in shelters, welfare hotels, and even on the street. 
Bibliography included. 

13.5 Bungum, Jane E. Money and Financial Institutions. Lerner 
Publications Company, 1991. 96 pp. ISBN 0-8225-1781-7. 

This book is all about money — how it is made, where it is 
stored, and what it is used for. Full of interesting information 
about the difficulties in counterfeiting, the savings and loan 
fiasco, and much more, this book manages to painlessly intro- 
duce and define terms such as "collateral," "fractional reserve 
system," and legal tender." The author chronicles the history 
of banking from the fifteenth century to the present, emphasiz- 
ing institutions such as the Bank of North America and the 
Federal Reserve. An index and glossary are included. An Eco- 
nomics for Today book. 

13.6 Cohen, Daniel. Prophets of Doom. Millbrook Press, 1992. 
139 pp. ISBN 1-56294-068-6. 

This book examines all different kinds of prophecies, including 
end-of-the-world prophecies as predicted by many varied 
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sources: the Bible, Greek oracles, Nostradamus, and Edgar 
Cayce. The book also discusses in detail some very specific 
prophecies, such as how the world was supposed to have ended 
in 1844. Exploring such diverse subjects as the pyramids and 
spaceships, dinosaurs and humans, signs in the sky and on the 
earth, and the four horsemen of the apocalypse, this book even 
examines predictions for the year 2000.

The 
other, who has always seemed perfect, is as much a stranger to 
Abby as the rest of her family is — or as Abby is to herself.

Translated from the He- 
brew by Michael Swirsky. Houghton Mifflin Company, 1991. 
245 pp. ISBN 0-395-55328-8. 

When Yankele's papa joins the Russian Army to fight the 
Germans after the German invasion of Poland, Mama, 
Yankele, and little Sarele begin a long journey by train from 
Poland to Russia. Each day brings hunger, danger, and risk of 
detection. When an ambush forces the refugees to jump from 
the train and run for cover, Yankele is left behind when the 
train leaves again. So begins his solitary journey of survival 
and his search for his family. 

20.2 Bosco, Peter I. The War of 1812. Millbrook Press, 1991. 
128 pp. ISBN 1-56294-004-X. 

Vie War of 1812 details the acts of heroism and victory— as 
well as the failures and defeats — of the famous "Old Ironsides" 
and the battle on the sea between America and Britain. We read 
of Tecumseh, the influential Shawnee Chief; of the burning of 
Washington, D.C.; and of the famous Battle of New Orleans, a 
battle ironically fought two weeks after the peace treaty ending 
the war had been signed, but before word had reached the 
soldiers. The War of 1812 brought no gains to either side, but 
it did free the United States for a long period of prosperity and 
expansion.

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bag aa1 a small suitcase, Cassy tracks her wandering mother 
to a seemingly abandoned house. A multi-colored painted van 
outside advertises MOONGAZER. What can Goldie be up to 
now? Then Cassy discovers plastic explosives in the bottom of 
her shopping bag, and Granny won't take her phone calls.

Robert E. Lee, the top Confederate General during the Civil 
War, was a peaceful man who many times regretted his choice 
of a military career. This book offers insight into Lee who is 
considered by many to be one of the most brilliant military 
strategists ever and who outsmarted one Union general after 
another during the Civil War. This man's life, symbol of integ- 
rity, loyalty, and courage, is examined chronologically from his 
early childhood, through the many campaigns in which he was 
involved, to his quiet, dignified surrender near the end of the 
war to General U. S. Grant of the Union Army.

At age sixty, Laura Ingalls Wilder was 
writing Little House books to capture the stories her father had 
told and to keep alive the saga that her family had lived. In the 
ninety years of Wilder's life, the United States went from a 
Civil War-scarred land to a world power, and Laura Ingalls 
Wilder defined children's literature. Black-and-white photo- 
graphs and index are included. 

21.4 Bauleke, Ann. Rickey Henderson: Record Stealer. Lerner 
Publications Company, 1991. 56 pp. ISBN 0-8225-054 1-X. 
Although as a child Rickey Henderson didn't even like sports, 
he went on to become one of the greatest baseball players of 
all time. Because he wanted someone to practice with, his 
brother pushed him into baseball, teaching Rickey to catch by 
throwing balls at him. By the end of high school, Rickey had 
talent scouts from both baseball and football after him. Even 
then, Rickey preferred football, and only chose baseball be- 
cause his mother asked him to.

Not content with that, however, 
Rickey improved his batting skills until he was voted Most 
Valuable Player of 1990.

A great deal of hard work and determi- 
nation led to Houdini's name becoming synonymous with "es- 
cape," including life-threatening escapes from underwater and 
from dizzying heights. Some of the secrets behind his magic 
are even revealed in this book! A biography from the Child- 
hood of Famous Americans series. Originally published in 
1969. 
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21.6 Carpenter, Angelica Shirley, and Jean Shirley. L. Frank 
Baum: Royal Historian of Oz. Lerner Publications Company, 
1992. 144 pp. ISBN 0-8225-4910-7. 

Even as a child, L. Frank Baum showed signs of extraordinary 
creativity. Although a poor student, Frank invented numerous 
gadgets at home and published several newspapers. As an 
adult, he ricocheted from career to career, nearly always suc- 
cessfully. His pursuits included writing, theatrics, gardening, 
science, and business. Wildly impractical, he experienced af- 
fluence, bankruptcy, and then a return to affluence, all within 
a few years. Best known for creating the Wizard of Oz, Baum's 
famous series is still a bestseller, inspiring fan clubs, newslet- 
ters, and one of the most famous movies ever. Bibliography 
and index included.

The day young Cassius Clay had his bike stolen was a fortu- 
nate day for the sports world, because that was the day he first 
entered a boxing gym, a step that would change his life. Cas- 
sius Clay grew up in Louisville, Kentucky, during the 1950s. 
In spite of many hardships caused by racial prejudice, Cassius 
became one of the greatest boxers of all time, known to the 
world as Muhammad Ali. Through informative text and many 
black-and-white photographs, this biography recounts the 
story of a man who showed the world how to "float like a 
butterfly, and sting like a bee." 

21.10 Dana, Barbara. Young Joan. HarperCollins/Charlotte Zolotow 
Books, 1991. 371 pp. ISBN 0-06-021422-8. 
How did Joan of Arc— a very young girl, uneducated, deeply 
attached to peasant tradition— manage to lead a French army 
into battle and to later find the courage to die for her beliefs? 
This fictional book provides answers by depicting Joan as a 
child, living and working with her tamily and friends. Al- 
though in many ways Joan seems no different from the other 
girls, the author portrays her as unusually kind, gentle, contem- 
plative, and religious. When Joan begins to have visions of her 
favorite saints, she is astonished, frightened, and joyful, and 
she finally accepts the mission she feels God has placed upon 
her. Eventually, she leaves the countryside she loves, hoping to 
convince the "Dauphin" to fight for his right to rule.

Bo knows sports! Bo Jackson was the first person to play on 
both a major league baseball team and a professional football 
team.

Calamity Jane — whose real name was 
Martha Jane Cannary — was born in 1852, and grew up to 
become a legend of the American West. From her days as a 
Pony Express rider to her romance with Wild Bill Hickcock, 
Calamity Jane came to epitomize the last great pioneers of the 
Wild West. Photographs and bibliography included. 

21.13 Finkelstein, Norman H. Captain of Innocence: France and 
the Dreyfus Affair. G. P. Putnam's Sons, 1991. 156 pp. ISBN 
0-399-22243-X. 

In the 19th century, Alfred Dreyfus was a Jewish French army 
officer charged with spying for the Germans. Was he guilty? 
Or was he a victim of prejudice because he was Jewish? The 
mysteries surrounding the Dreyfus affair continue to demand 
attention because of the international focus placed on the cap- 
tain's multiple trials; the issue of prejudice is as important to 
people today as it was to Dreyfus in the 1800s. 

21.14 Finkelstein, Norman H. Theodor Herzl: Architect of a Na- 
tion.

This biography of an Austrian journalist who became founder 
of the modern Zionist movement — a movement for the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish state— tells of Theodor Herzl's belief that 
Jews should go back to Israel to escape the anti-Semitism that 
had tormented them for centuries. He set the stage for the 
creation of a Jewish nation in Israel; he became involved in the 
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trial of Captain Alfred Dreyfus who was being charged as a 
spy, but who many believed was being persecuted for his 
religion. Herzl s contributions to the world were varied and 
widespread, but all contained one particular focus— to find one 
perfect land for his people, a place where they could live — and 
pray — in peace. 

21.15 Freedman, Russell. An Indian Winter. Illustrated by Karl 
Bodmer. Holiday House, 1992. 96 pp. ISBN 0-8234-0930-9. 

An Indian Winter details the true adventures of Alexander 
Philipp Maximillian, a German prince; and Karl Bodmer, a 
Swiss artist during their stay with the Mandan Indians in the 
winter of 1833-34. Maximillian kept journals of their adven- 
tures, while Bodner recorded in drawings and paintings the 
lives and ways of the Indian. The trip of these two men through 
the Missouri River Valley gave one of the first accurate ac- 
counts of the Mandan Indians. This book consists of the draw- 
ings and much of the actual journals of that adventure. 

21.16 Freedman, Russell. The Wright Brothers: How They In- 
vented the Airplane. Holiday House, 1991. 129 pp. ISBN 
0-8234-0875-2. 

Wilbur and Orville Wright are famous as the developers of the 
first airplane. But do you know how they did it? And did you 
know that they took numerous photographs as their work pro- 
gressed? This book follows the lives and labors of America's 
famed inventors and includes many of those personal, amazing 
photos of an event that shaped the future. 

21.17 Fritz, Jean. Bully for You, Teddy Roosevelt! Illustrated by 
Mike Wimmer. G. P. Putnam's Sons, 1991. 127 pp. ISBN 0- 
399-21769-X. 

The almost childlike energy, enthusiasm, zndjoie de vivre of 
Teddy Roosevelt are well depicted in this biography. By exam- 
ining Roosevelt's childhood in a large family, his love of read- 
ing, his growing enthusiasm for naturalism and contrasting 
interest in hunting, and his training in law and subsequent 
desire to become a politician, the author provides a rich back- 
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ground for Roosevelt's later accomplishments. Roosevelt is 
depicted as both human (his grief at his first wife's death) and 
heroic (the reforms he pursued in spite of the risks to his 
political career) and in the end as a very likeable man, flaws 
and all. 

21.18 Goldstein, Margaret J. Brett Hull: Hockey's Top Gun. Lerner 
Publications Company, 1992. 48 pp. ISBN 0-8225-0599-0. 

Brett Hull, one of the stars of the St. Louis Blues hockey team, 
hasn't always had the "star" mentality. Describing himself as 
"laid back," Brett drifted into playing hockey. Born in Canada, 
his father was a well-known hockey player and his mother a 
professional ice skater. Brett's obvious talent kept him promi- 
nent in the hockey arena, though his coaches worried that he 
would never achieve the dedication they believed necessary. 
As Brett matured, however, he developed his own style, and 
his increasing practice time and determination began to pay 
off.

Emphasizing 
his positive attitude, ambition, and strong work ethic, the book 
details Johnson's childhood, his rise to stardom, his serious 
knee injury, and his subsequent comeback to achieve even 
greater fame. The book concludes with a page of basketball 
statistics. A book in The Achievers series. 

21.20 Harrison, Barbara, and Daniel Terris. A Twilight Struggle: 
The Life of John Fitzgerald Kennedy. Lothrop, Lee & 
Shepard Books, 1992. 159 pp. ISBN 0-688-08830-9. 

When President John F. Kennedy was assassinated in Novem- 
ber of 1963, the nation lost a man who many considered to be 
one of the greatest leaders of all time. This book explores 
Kennedy's childhood, his family, and his political career from 
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a senator for Massachusetts to the President of the United 
States. Kennedy's personal and political strengths and weak- 
nesses are examined in relation to his decisions in dealing with 
the nation's problems of the early 1960s. Bibliography in- 
cluded. 

21.21 Hildebrand, Lee. Hammertime. Avon, 1992. 162 pp. ISBN 
0-380-76690-6. 

M. C. Hammer is best known for refining rap music and 
bringing it into mainstream music. But Hammer wasn't always 
"Hammer"; he was once Stanley Kirk Burrell, a mascot for the 
Oakland A's baseball team. This biography examines M. C. 
Hammer's early days around the baseball stadium and explains 
how his music was destined to win out over baseball. Black- 
and-white photographs included. 

21.22 Loeper, John J. Crusade for Kindness: Henry Bergh and the 
ASPCA. Atheneum, 1991. 98 pp. ISBN 0-689-31560-0. 

Henry Bergh, founder of the ASPCA (American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals), changed the attitude of 
America toward animals. During his life in the 19th Century, 
he disrupted illegal dog fights, pigeon shoots, and the cruel 
drowning of animals in city pounds. He forced the owners of 
streetcars to treat their horses in a humane way. He attacked 
the slaughterhouses and forced them to kill the animals meant 
for food in a quick, painless manner. And by using the laws 
against cruelty to animals as his starting point, Bergh was able 
to bring about the first conviction in a case of child abuse. His 
tireless efforts to open Americans' eyes to the cruelty all about 
them has continued to benefit society, and his organization is 
now the leader in animal cruelty issues, such as the sale of 
animal furs for fashion and the unnecessary killing of dolphins 
at sea. 

21.23 Lyons, Mary E. Sorrow's Kitchen: The Life and Folklore of 
Zora Neale Hurston. Charles Scribner's Sons, 1990. 144 pp. 
ISBN 0-684-19198-9. 
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Zora Neale Hurston was a writer of many talents, compiling 
black folklore while authoring stories, plays, essays, and arti- 
cles. A participant in the Harlem Renaissance, Hurston helped 
pave the way for African American writers to join the estab- 
lished literary community, and this book examines that work 
through Hurston 's own words, as well as those of her critics. 
Photographs, bibliography, and suggested reading list in- 
cluded. 

21.24 Mason, Miriam E. Mark Twain: Boy of Old Missouri. Illus- 
trated by Henry S. Gillette. Aladdin Books, 1991. 192 pp. 
ISBN 0-689-71480-7. 

Samuel Clemens actually lived many of the adventures he 
wrote about as Mark Twain. From events in his life came the 
basis for the friendship between Tom Sawyer and Huck Finn, 
as well as many characters' love for the Mississippi and adven- 
ture. Clemens' interest in pirates, caves, and even "Becky 
Thatcher" were developed for his writings from his life. This 
book follows his life from a young child in Hannibal, Missouri, 
through many different jobs— a cub printer, a river boat pilot, 
a reporter in Nevada — until he became one of the world's most 
famous and beloved writers. Originally published in 1942. 

21.25 Myers, Walter Dean. Malcolm X: By Any Means Necessary. 
Scholastic, 1993. 192 pp. ISBN 0-590-46484-1. 

Malcolm Little was a man of two lives. His first was that of a 
street hustler named Detroit Red; his second, that of a civil 
rights activist known as Malcolm X. Sent to prison for six 
years after being convicted of armed robbery, Malcolm be- 
came interested in Elijah Mohammed's Nation of Islam. After 
his release from prison, Malcolm left behind his days as a 
hoodlum and took up the role of a Muslim preacher, striving 
for equal rights for African Americans. But before his dream 
could be fully achieved, Malcolm was gunned down in the 
/udubon Ballroom in New York City in 1965. Photographs 
and bibliography included. 
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21.26 Otfinoski, Steven. Nelson Mandela: The Fight Against 
Apartheid. Millbrook Press, 1992. 128 pp. ISBN 1-56294- 
067-8. 

This biography explores the life and career of Nelson Mandela, 
the South African civil rights leader. Readers will learn exactly 
what apartheid is and how it affects the people of South Africa. 
Readers will also learn how Mandela has struggled to change 
race relations in a country where a minority race rules a ma- 
jority one.

In 1965, on a segregated bus in Montgomery, Alabama, a 
simple but dramatic event occurred that changed laws and 
attitudes: Rosa Parks refused to give up her seat to a white 
man. She rebelled against racism. Ultimately, her action led to 
the passage of a federal law against segregation on buses, 
established Dr. Martin Luther King as a national figure, and 
launched the civil rights movement into popularity. This auto- 
biography looks at the life of this American heroine. 

21.28 Peck, Richard. Anonymously Yours. Julian Messner, 1991. 
117 pp. ISBN 0-671-74162-4. 

At the age of thirty-seven, Richard Peck turned in his plan 
book, quit his teaching job, and set out to be a writer. In this 
autobiography, Peck traces his life experiences (especially 
those of growing up in a small town in America) as actual 
preparation for that fateful day. And his first trip to England as 
a college student, his service as a chaplain's assistant in the 
army in Germany (at the same time as Elvis), his work for a 
major textbook publisher, and his teaching experiences were 
all preparation and subject matter for his work as an author 
These experiences have given Peck events and characters used 
in his eighteen published books to date.

Richard Nixon was 
elected the thirty-seventh President in 1969, but after one year 
and sv;ven months into his second term, he resigned the office 
in August of 1974. At that time, Congress was giving consid- 
eration to putting him on trial for covering up a burglary his 
election staff committed. The break-in at Democratic head- 
quarters — a crime that came to be known as Wateigate — 
brought to an end the political career of Richard Nixon, one of 
America's most intriguing public figures. 

Little, Brown 
and Company, 1992. 32 pp. ISBN 0-316-74440-9. 

Introducing Michelangelo does just that This is a biography of 
the Renaissance artist, complete with color illustrations of his 
works. It emphasizes his early years as an apprentice, his 
sculptures such as the Pietas and David, and of course, the 
magnificent ceiling of the Sistine Chapel. 

St. George, Judith. Dear Dr. Bell . . . Your Friend, Helen Kel- 
ler* G. P. Putnam's Sons, 1992. 95 pp. ISBN 0-399-22337-1. 

This biography follows the parallel lives of Helen Keller and 
Alexander Graham Bell, who continued to encounter and sup- 
port each other from that eventful meeting when Bell recom- 
mended Helen be given a teacher, thus leading her to Annie 
Sullivan. Through excerpts from Helen's letters and photo- 
graphs of both Helen and Bell, the reader can experience the 
devotion these two legendary people felt for each other. 

Seymour, Flora Warren. Sacagawea: American Pathfinder. 
Illustrated by Robert Doremus. Aladdin Books, 1991. 192 pp. 
ISBN 0-689-71482-3. 

Sacagawea was the Native American girl who became "Bird 
Woman" to and guide for the Lewis and Clark expedition in 
the early 1800s. While following Sacagawea's amazing life, 
the reader will learn about the daily lives of the Shoshani 
Indians of the Northwest, their dependence on the buffalo, 
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Sacagawea's capture by the Minitarees, her marriage to a 
**tabba bone" (as the white men were called), and her aid in 
opening up the West to setticis. Part of the Famous Americans 
series, originally published in 1945. 

21 -33 Simon, Sheridan. Stephen Hawking: Unlocking the Uni- 
verse. Dillon Press, 1991. 112 pp. ISBN 0-87518-455-3. 
"My goal is simple. It is the complete understanding of the 
universe." These are the words of Stephen Hawking, renowned 
British theoretical physicist, and this is the story of his quest to 
reach his goal while battling Lou Gehrig's disease. Despite his 
need for a wheelchair and computer to move and communi- 
cate, Hawking has taken the study of cosmology further than 
anyone else in the field. Photographs and illustrations in- 
cluded. 

2134 Stefoff, Rebecca. George H. W, Bush: 41st President of the 
United States. Garrett Educational Corporation, 1990. 138 pp. 
ISBN 1-56074-033-7. 

George Bush became the first wartime President in almost two 
decades when he oversaw the American military operation in 
the Persian Gulf. From his days as the youngest pilot in the 
U.S. Navy during World War II to his days as vice president 
under Ronald Reagan to his term as forty-first President of the 
United States, this book provides an overview of the man who 
looked at American and saw "a thousand points of light."

Living in Pyongyang, Korea, during the days of the Japanese 
occupation, a young girl relates her family's struggle to sur- 
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vive. Her mother is forced to operate a sock factory until the 
war with Japan is over, and liberation only brings the Russians 
and a new kind of terror. Learning that her father and three 
elder brothers have somehow survived Japanese prison camps 
and made it south of the 38th parallel, the mother, younger 
brother, and sister face more obstacles to join them in the 
American-occupied South Korea. 

24.4 Drucker, Olga Levy. Kindertransport Henry Holt, 1992. 
146 pp. ISBN 0-8050-1711-9. 

From December 1938 until August 1939, some ten thousand 
Jewish children between the ages of four and seventeen were 
sent to safety in England. Of that number, only one thousand 
ever saw their families again. Olga Levy was one of the lucky 
ones. Arriving in England at eleven, she spent six years — the 
war years — in various homes. Her older brother, Hans, who 
had arrived before her, worked or was imprisoned with other 
Germans, both Jewish and non- Jewish, after the war began on 
September 1, 1939. Olga's parents obtained a visa to the U.S. 
one day before the consulate was closed in Stuttgart, but it was 
not until 1946 that the entire family was reunited in New York.

Emphasizing the political rift between North and South Korea, 
the author explores everything from ancient history, major 
religions such as Confucianism and Buddhism, to current poli- 
tics and daily life.

Or will the arsonist corner them in 
the bell tower and stop them?

Mehmet, a young boy from a rural Turkish village, does not 
believe that life will be easier in the city. Haryi, Mehmet's 
former best friend and village genius, left to study in the city, 
and no one has heard from him since. Once settled in the city 
of Ankara, Mehmet's worst fears are realized. Ankara is 
crowded, dirty, and even poorer than the rural village. How- 
ever, Mehmet's new friend, Muhlis, a streetwise orphan, 
makes life bearable with his steady humor and generosity.

Thirteen-year-old Tara is a Kurd living a normal teenage life in 
Iraq when Iraqi soldiers and secret police begin to terrorize the 
Kurdish people. Tara and her family must leave their home and 
hide in the mountains of northern Iraq, where they live in the 
filth and poverty of refugee camps to avoid being killed. This 
fictional but realistic struggle of one family gives insights into 
Middle Eastern problems and their effects on family life. 

24.13 Leathers, Noel L. The Japanese in America. Lerner Publica- 
tions Company, 1991. 64 pp. ISBN 0-8225-1042-1. 
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Tracing the history of Japanese immigration to the U.S., the 
author discusses both the hardships Japanese-Americans have 
faced, as well as contributions they have made to American 
life. Many Japanese emigrated to the U.S. in the hopes of a 
higher standard of living, and in these hopes they were usually 
disappointed. In spite of economic and social problems, many 
Japanese-Americans have made significant contributions to 
American society, becoming astronauts, senators, and leaders 
in business, medicine, the arts, entertainment, and literature. 

24.14 Lutzeier, Elizabeth. The Coldest Winter. Holiday House, 
1991. 153 pp. ISBN 0-8234-0899-X. 

In this tale of one family's struggle to stay alive after the potato 
blight in Ireland in 1846, English soldiers drive Eamonn and 
his family from their home, which is then torn down. With 
nowhere to go and little hope for the future, Eamonn and his 
family struggle to survive during the coldest winter Ireland has 
ever known.

4. 

When Ruby was only a toddler, her mother, Emma, died in a 
swimming accident. Her stepfather tried unsuccessfully to find 
Emma's relatives after her death, finally deciding to adopt 
Ruby and bring her up as his own daughter. Now, at eighteen, 
Ruby decides she must know more about her mother's puz- 
zling past. Her quest for answers leads her to uncover startling 
things about herself. 

24.16 Matas, Carol. Sworn Enemies. Bantam Books, 1993. 144 pp. 
ISBN 0-553-08326-0. 

From 1827 to 1856, young Jewish boys were conscripted into 
the Russian army. Because many were taken at ages eight or 
nine, most had forgotten their Jewish heritage by the time they 
became adults. Zev and Aaron both love Miriam. Aaron has 
evaded the Russian army because his father has paid to keep 
him out of it so that he can attend school to become a rabbi; 
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Zev has evaded the army because he works each year as a 
khapper, one who captures young boys for the army — thus 
saving his own skin. These two bitter enemies begin a journey 
which will eventually lead to one of them living with Miriam 
in England, free of the Russian army altogether.

there was another reason." So says Julio, an orphan who is in 
town to sell canaries for the monastery when he sees the three 
ships in port. He helps load the boats, singing as he works. His 
singing results in his chance to sail on the Santa Maria with the 
great Cristobal Colon!

Behind the 
fiction of the story are woven true situations and facts about 
the problems facing the daxiong mao— giant panda— an ani- 
mal that is nearing extinction. 
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2423 Sender, Ruth Minsky. The Holocaust Lady, Macmillan, 1992. 
192 pp. ISBN 0-02-781832-2. 

The Holocaust Lady, an English teacher, recounts to her stu- 
dents her story of survival during WWII in a concentration 
camp in Poland. Because she survived while all of her family 
died, she feels a responsibility to tell the story of her family 
and her survival, so that no one will ever forget the ordeal 
millions of people went through at that time in history. The 
story teller is "doomed" to relive the nightmare of fear in her 
dreams, and can only hope and pray that all of her family now 
will remain safe and secure. 

24.24 Strasser, Todd. The Diving Bell- Scholastic, 1992. 159 pp. 
ISBN 0-590-44620-7. 

The women in Culca's village weave, cook, and do other 
"womanly" things while the men and boys dive for pearl oys- 
ters and mother-of-pearl. Culca cannot understand why she 
must weave when she would rather dive. Then the Spanish 
occupiers of her land enslave the divers in an attempt to sal- 
vage sunken ships loaded with gold for Spain. In a desperate 
attempt to save her brother Tulore from certain death, Culca 
convinces the governor she knows a way to dive deep enough 
to rescue the gold, and she unveils her invention — a diving 
bell.

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In this depiction of life for the Chinese children who live in the 
city of Changsha, a collection of interesting photographs dis- 
play the Chinese way of life, their various customs, beliefs, and 
upbringings, many of which are very different from the Ameri- 
can culture. How different can it be? You might be surprised. 

24.27 Vogel, Use-Margaret. Bad Times, Good Friends: A Personal 
Memoir. Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, 1992. 239 pp. ISBN 0- 
15-205528-2. 

Use Vogel, a German, lived in Berlin during Hitler's rule of 
Germany. She describes how she and her friends defied Hitler 
to try to hasten his downfall. These ordinary people lived in 
constant fear of air raids, of being turned in by Hitler sympa- 
thizers, and of starving because of a constant lack of food. Her 
narrative reveals everyday problems that history books do not 
contain, such as the struggle to save pieces of German culture 
which Hitler wanted destroyed, the dangerous effort to hide 
Jews, the endless hunt for necessities on the black market, and 
the neverending battle to maintain sanity amidst the destruc- 
tion and death.

Even as the only passenger, she soon leams that the crew is 
afraid of Captain Jaggary because he caused the death of a 
shipmate on an earlier voyage. Siding with the Captain be- 
cause he is a gentleman, Charlotte reports a planned mutiny of 
the crew. Suddenly, the tables are turned and Charlotte, despite 
all of her good intentions, is accused of the murder of the first 
mate! 

25.2 Avi. "Who Was That Masked Man, Anyway?" Orchard 
Books, 1992. 170 pp. ISBN 0-531-05457-8. 
Franklin D. Wattleson would much rather listen to the radio, 
with its heroes like the Lone Ranger, the Green Hornet, and 
Buck Rogers, than do school work. His parents think just the 
opposite. Beyond Frankie's world of fantasy, the real world of 
World War II has Frankie's brother Tom in the army, both of 
Frankie's parents working, and a medical student boarding in 
Tom's room.

When Truth is sent on an important mercy 
mission, she finds herself sneaking behind enemy lines and 
into a Union prisoner-of-war camp in New York state.

At the craft center, Henry's only 
refuge from his troubles, Henry is drawn to Mr. Levine, a 
concentration camp survivor of World War II, who works on a 
model village that re-creates the real one which was destroyed 
in the war. When Henry is manipulated into doing something 
which betrays Mr. Levine and his friendship with Henry, 
Henry comes to know true evil and learns something important 
about grief and anger.

Then a bomb goes off in the 
church killing two of Little Stone's friends and outraging Lit- 
tle.

When Aunt Eva eventually returns after 
outwitting the Nazis, it is clear that the family must leave 
Hungary — possibly forever. 

25.10 Forman, James D. Becca's Story. Charles Scribner's Sons, 
1992. 180 pp. ISBN 0-684-19332-9. 

Becca Case is a delightful young girl living in Indiana before, 
during, and after the Civil War. At fifteen, she is courted by two 
charmers, Alex, who is shy and serious, and Charlie, who is 
impulsive and funny. The war makes it possible for her to 
avoid choosing immediately between the two when they both 
enlist. But tragedy strikes, and Becca finds that the horrors of 
war have denied her a chance to choose; one of her charming 
suitors is killed. This book is constructed from actual journals 
that are a part of the author's family heritage. 

25.11 Green, Connie Jordan. Emmy. Macmillan, 1992. 15^ pp 
ISBN 0-689-50556-6. 

Eleven-year-old Emmy Morfield must assume responsibilities 
early when her father is injured in a coal-mining accident in the 
1920s. To help her mother, brothers, and sisters survive, Emmy 
cooks for boarders, helps raise the children, and aids Pa, who 
cannot cope with his injury. And while Emmy struggles to keep 
the family's home together, her fourteen-year-old brother takes 
their father's place in the mine where Pa was injured. 

25.12 Gregory, Kristiana. Earthquake at Dawn. Gulliver Books, 
1992. 187 pp. ISBN 0-15-200446-7. 

On April 18, 1906, when the great earthquake rocked San 
Francisco, two young ladies, one of whom was the famous 
photographer Edith Irvine, risked their lives to get forbidden 
photographs of the death and devastation that resulted from the 
disaster. In this historical novel, their adventures together pro- 
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vide an exciting account of what really happened when the 
earth shook in California. 

25.13 Hamm, Diane Johnston. Bunkhouse Journal. Charles Scrib- 
ner's Sons, 1990. 89 pp. ISBN 0-684-19206-3. 

It is the winter of 1911 when seventeen-year-old Sandy Man- 
nix runs away from his drunk and abusive father and their 
dismal Denver boarding house to his cousin Karen's Wyoming 
sheep ranch. After the summer hands leave, he stays alone in 
the bunkhouse and helps Karen's husband John with chores. 
He befriends Joanne, a girl at a nearby ranch, and learns to 
reach out to others. But Sandy is often lonely, and the work is 
cold and hard. Telling the story through his journal, Sandy 
grows into manhood, overcomes hardships, and takes charge 
of his future. 

25.14 Henry, Marguerite. King of the Wind: The Story of the 
Godolphin Arabian. Illustrated by Wesley Dennis. Aladdin 
Books, 1991. 173 pp. ISBN 0-689-71486-6. 

This Newbery Medal book is the remarkable story of a young, 
mute, Moroccan horse-boy and his love for the beautiful bay 
stallion, Sham. Their adventures from the time they leave the 
Sultan's palace to be a gift for the French boy-king Louis XV 
to their life of destitution in the street markets of Paris, false 
imprisonment in London, and Sham's eventual recognition as 
the sire of world-famous race horses, is a tribute to their dedi- 
cation to one another. Based on a true story. 

25.15 Keehn, Sally M. I Am Regina. Philomel Books, 1991. 240 pp. 
ISBN 0-399-21797-5. 

Regina is only eleven when Indians kill her father and brother. 
She and her sister, Barbara, are adopted into different tribes. 
Separated from everyone she knows, Regina at first feels only 
hatred for the Indians. Gradually, however, she realized that 
they have been just as badly hurt by the settlers, and as the 
yeais pass, Regina begins to forget her life before the capture. 
She takes an Indian name, learns the ways of the tribe, and 
even learns their language. When most of the tribe— her fam- 
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ily, Regina now feels — is lost to smallpox or war, Regina 
mourns. Eventually, however, she is reunited with her birth 
mother, a woman she no longer recognizes. Based on a true 
story.

In this story about the Garvey family during the Depression, 
Danny's father must leave home to find work to support his 
family. At thirteen, Danny must take on new responsibilities. 
And though he is forced to beg for food, he has a strong sense 
of family pride and commitment, which grows stronger when 
his mother becomes ill. 

25.17 Koller, Jackie French. The Primrose Way. Harcourt Brace 
Jovanovich, 1992. 271 pp. ISBN 0-15-256745-3. 

In 1633, sixteen-year-old Rebekah Hall sails from England 
with her friend Eliza Walker to join Rebekah's father and other 
Puritan settlers. When Rebekah is chosen to learn the language 
of the locui tribe in the New World, she invites an Indian girl 
to live with her and to share learning each other's language. 
Rebekah soon begins to question the wisdom of the elders in 
her own community, who consider the natives to be savage 
heathens, something Rebekah knows they are not. As she 
leams the language and begins to understand the culture and 
gentle nature of Qunnequawise and her people, Rebekah is torn 
between the two worlds. Bibliography included. 

25.18 Lawson, Robert. The Great Wheel. Illustrated by Robert 
Lawson. Walker and Company, 1993. 192 pp. ISBN 0-8027- 
7392-3. 

At eighteen, Conn answers the desperate plea of his Uncle 
Michael in New York to travel from Ireland to help Michael in 
his business. On board the ship to America, Conn meets Trudy, 
whose family is going to be with relatives in Wisconsin. After 
only nine months in New York, Conn finds himself spirited 
away by another uncle, Patrick, an iron worker who is building 
Mr. Ferris's giant wheel for the 1893 fair. Even after that 
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technical marvel is completed, Conn stays on to help operate 
it — all the while dreaming of Trudy and a farm life with hen 
Originally published in 1957. 

25-19 Lyons, Mary E. Letters from a Slave Girl: The Story of 
Harriet Jacobs. Charles Scribner's Sons, 1992. 142 pp. ISBN 
0-684-19446-5. 

Harriet Jacobs, born into slavery, was owned by a Miss 
Horniblow, who taught her to read. On Horniblow's death, 
rather than being set free as she had hoped, Harriet became the 
property of James Norcom. Avoiding his sexual advances, 
Harriet finally faked an escape to the North by hiding for seven 
years in the attic of her grandmother's house until safe escape 
became possible. This book, written in the form of letters to 
various Jacobs family members, is based on the actual autobi- 
ography Harriet Jacobs wrote. That autobiography was impor- 
tant in the abolition movement for exposing sexual abuse slave 
women encountered from white males. Black-and-white pho- 
tographs, bibliography, and drawings are included. 

25.20 Markle, Sandra. The Fledglings. Bantam Books, 1992. 162 
pp. ISBN 0-553-07729-5. 

Aunt Mildred has two small daughters and is eight months 
pregnant with her third child. Kate recoils at the idea of becom- 
ing a built-in babysitter for her two cousins, but what choice is 
left after her mother's death in an auto accident? Then she 
overhears neighbors discussing her grandfather, a grandfather 
she always thought was dead. Kate scrapes together enough 
money to buy a bus ticket to Cherokee in the Qualla Boundary, 
where she has learned her grandfather, Tsan, lives. When she 
arrives, Tsan, who lives close to nature, alone with his dog, will 
not allow himself to love her for fear of losing her as he once 
did her long-dead father. Yet when Kate rescues an eagle fledg- 
ling whose parents poachers have stolen, Tsan sees himself and 
his love of nature in Kate.

At first, Jesper (code name Kris) participates in 
sabotage missions; later, he works for an underground newspa- 
per, falling in love with Janicke, another writer. When Janicke 
is killed, Jesper grows even more desperate, until he is willing 
to risk everything for revenge. Sequel to Lisa's Wan 

2522 Meyer, Carolyn. Where the Broken Heart Still Beats: The 
Story of Cynthia Ann Parker, Gulliver Books, 1992. 194 pp. 
ISBN 0-15-295602-6. 

When raiding other tribes and white settlements, many Native 
American tribes carried away children to adopt and to replace 
those of their own who had died. Cynthia Ann Parker was 
taken by Comanches on May 19, 1836, and recaptured by 
Texas Rangers on December 18, 1860. This story details the 
four years of Cynthia Ann's life after she rejoined her white 
family. It was not a happy time; Cynthia Ann, or Naduah, as 
she was called by the Comanches, had been the wife of a 
Comanche chief, Peta Nocona. One of her two sons by Na- 
cona, Quanah, became one of the last Native Americans to 
accept defeat by the whites. This retelling of her story builds 
on historical fact and tribal lore to explain what might have 
been.

It's Easter of 1963, and Sheryl's family heads to North Caro- 
lina from Brooklyn to visit Shery's grandmother. Faced with 
Jim Crow laws and attitudes unfamiliar to her life in New York, 
Sheryl watches freedom schools emerge and cautious but de- 
termined relatives struggle for equal rights. Returning to New 
York, Sheryl and her friends organize a gospel concert to raise 
money for the freedom movement in the South.

Roy Purdy is a fourteen-year-old boy who suffers the pain of 
being an adult as he withstands the hardships of poverty, sepa- 
ration, and exploitation during the Depression. After his father 
is released from prison, Roy abandons his security and "rides 
the rails" to California with his father. As they travel, Roy 
discovers that his father is a shiftless man who believes the 
world "owes him." Eventually, Roy finds himself on the oppo- 
site side of his father during a citrus pickers' strike. 

25.27 Voigt, Cynthia. David and Jonathan. Scholastic, 1992. 249 
pp. ISBN 0-590-45165-0. 
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Henry Marr comes from an established New England family, 
but his best friend Jonathan is Jewish and excluded from many 
exclusive clubs. This has not hurt their friendship; maybe it has 
even strengthened it. Then Jonathan's cousin, David, a survi- 
vor of the Holocaust, comes to live with Jonathan's family. He 
has had psychological problems, been hospitalized, and is con- 
sidered suicidal. David seems to enjoy disrupting Jon and 
Henry's friendship and even Jonathan's family life. The ques- 
tion is: just how far will David go?

Nick, seventeen, gets a summer job on the coast of California 
for what he thinks is a mere conservation project. Many differ- 
ent things suddenly come together at once: A mother gray 
whale with a sick baby; Marty, a girl who can communicate 
with the whales; and the hunt for a sunken treasure ship from 
Sir Francis Drake's expedition. All of these combine to make 
Nick's summer far from ordinary orsafe.

Now the circle of the college 
friends closes as Rebecca, Claire's fifteen-year-old daughter, 
comes to the suburbs to live with Catherine and Afani and to 
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have her own daughter. Afani is only twelve, unable to come 
to terms with her grandmother's death, and now obligated to 
share her life and room with Rebecca. Can Rebecca and Afani 
re-create the friendship of the previous generation?

Many examples of stu- 
dents' works are included, as well as lists of equipment and 
supplies needed. The book serves as a guide to show beginning 
animators how to create imaginative films for school or for 
pleasure.

Doty. Morrow Junior Books, 1991. 64 pp. ISBN 0-688-10304- 
9. 

Are you afraid to hear your own voice in class? Learn tech- 
niques for overcoming such fears and feel comfortable joining 
in class discussions and giving speeches in front of a class. 
This book lists problems which may cause a speaker discom- 
fort and then provides solutions for conquering these prob- 
lems. Shyness, fear, boredom, and other hurdles are carefully 
addressed.

You have inherited fifty thousand genes from your parents 
which combine to make the special human you are.

This book helps teenagers learn to rec- 
ognize the effects of stress, to take charge and control a stress- 
ful situation, and to know how and where to get help if the 
stress becomes too much to handle alone. 
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Any list of "150 Books for Suggested Reading all originally publish- 
ed prior to 1990, can hardly be considered comprehensive to meet the 
needs and tastes of all students. In compiling this list, I included only 
one title by an author. This does not mean that other books by this 
person are not noteworthy. In some cases, I listed a title that I thought 
was worthy of recognition, but which did not seem to get the attention 
other books by this author received. (Some good books fall between 
the cracks.) Some titles might be out of print. Support your local 
library, and request a particular title through its services. This bibliog- 
raphy does include titles that reflect cultural diversity and a variety of 
literary genres— poetry, mystery, biography/autobiography, fantasy, 
science fiction, general nonfiction, short stories, historical fiction, hu- 
mor, and much more.
